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GHI Board Startled by Manager’s 
Letter about Ukraine Consultancy

A surprise memo from 
General Manager Ron Col¬ 
ton highlighted the April 4 
meeting of the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of Greenbelt Homes 
Incorporated (GHI), Other 
major discussion centered on 
the upcoming annual meet¬ 
ing. 

Colton wrote. “I have been 
offered a position as a consult¬ 
ant to the Ukraine Republic for 
a period of two years. My duties 
would include working with na¬ 
tional and municipal officials to 
implement the transition to pri¬ 
vate ownership and development 
of land and buildings, I have 
been requested to conduct an 
evaluation visit from April 17 
to 30. This will give them the 
opportunity to evaluate me, and 
me the opportunity to evaluate 
the assignment, 

4< I am sure you understand 
the challenges faced by the na¬ 
tions of the former Soviet Union 
in making the transition from 
centralized government plajnning 
to political and economic democ¬ 
racy. The transition from hous¬ 
ing produced and operated by 
the government to homeowner- 
ship is not unlike the changes 
Greenbelt underwent in the early 
1950’s. However, the scope of 
activity and the magnitude of 
change will be much greater. I 
think it is a positive reflection 
on GHI that I have been chosen 
for this assignment.” 

Eunice Coxon asked, “Who 
will run GOT now?” President 
of the Board, Alan Freas stat¬ 
ed that it is Ron Colton’s re¬ 
sponsibility to name someone to 
manage GHI while he is on an¬ 
nual leave. Colton has desig¬ 
nated Comptroller Paul Sinner 
to fill this role. However, if or 
when the Board receives official 
notice that Colton is leaving for 
an extended time, then it is the 
Board’s responsibility to cboose 
a replacement. 

A lengthy discussion ensued 
regarding contingency plans in 
the event of Colton’s possible 
extended absence. This included: 
past precedents, legal ramifica¬ 
tions, issues related to a search 
for an interim replacement, and 
obligations to that replacement. 

Director Chuck Hess made a 
motion that the Board grant a 
two-year leave of absence to Ron 
Colton. Director Carol Levin felt 
that this was a premature action 
and moved to table that motion. 
The motion to table was defeat¬ 
ed. Levin then stated that, when 
at least two directors oppose 
a Board action, GHI’s bylaws 
indicate that the motion cannot 
be voted upon until the next 
Board meeting. President Freas 
concurred with this interpreta¬ 
tion. 

Director Wayne Williams made 
a motion outlining a plan of 
action. It read, “That (1) the 
President recommend at the next 


Board meeting an ad hoc com¬ 
mittee to consider the issues and 
options involved related to the 
Manager’s position at GHI; and 
(2) that the President begin to 
prepare the material related to 
this in advance of the appoint¬ 
ment of this committee.” This 
motion was approved unanimous¬ 
ly. 

Member Requests 

Early in the meeting Dr. Jay 
McCarl asked the Board to as¬ 
sist new patients of their dental 
practice to locate their facility 
either by permitting a small sign 
at the corner of Ridge and South¬ 
way, or through some other cre¬ 
ative solution. The Board ex¬ 
pressed its reluctance to permit 
directional signs for any com¬ 
mercial operation. They did direct 
GHI’s management to discuss 
with the city’s staff the possi¬ 
bilities of larger signs on cor¬ 
ner’s of key streets. 

A member from Laurel Hill 
petitioned the Board to resolve 
some financial matters which 
have triggered a letter of evic¬ 
tion from her home- A window 
broke in her home. She contract¬ 
ed the GOT fee-for-service to 
replace it. The owner expected 
a new window and sash; instead 
she received a used sash without 
the air-tight double-hung glass. 
While she was researching this 


issue, she refused to pay the 
$185 contract. Hence, her pay¬ 
ments were in arears. Discussion 
revealed that she had received 
four notices of delinquency and 
that the Finance Department 
was requesting $800 in overdue 
charges. The complainants felt 
that GHI had made many erron- 
ous charges. The Board ordered 
staff to investigate this matter 
and then disclose details at a 
future meeting when the home 
owner was present. It also sus¬ 
pended the eviction until these 
issues are resolved. 

Annual Meeting 

GHI's annual meeting is 
scheduled for May 19 at 8 p.m. 
at the Greenbelt Theater. Any 
person running for the Board 
of Directors, Audit Committee, 
or Nominations and Elections 
(N&E) Committee had to sub¬ 
mit a 100 word biography to the 
committee by April 25. To appear 
on the official ballot, a written, 
notarized consent form must be 
delivered to GHI’s offices by 
May 12. Voting for candidates 
will follow the annual meeting. 
The meeting will be recessed 
until the following day when 
voting will continue from 7 a.m. 
to 8 p-m. at the Municipal Build¬ 
ing. 

Ironically the longest portion

Greenbelt Students Place

“It looked like a box-shaped 
car with working headlights and 
tail lights,” said Lubey, who 
drove the vehicle around a 15 ft. 
by 20 ft. square course at the 
competition. “You steer it with 
your f eet There are two wheels 
in back and one in front. Your 
feet go on pegs on the sides of 
the front wheel to steer so your 


hands are free to move the me¬ 
chanical jack that moves the 
vehicle,” he added. 

Both students were fifth grad¬ 
ers at Center School when their 
teacher. Carolyn Lubetzky, en¬ 
couraged them to compete four 
years ago. 

According to Jeff Timer “Mrs. 
Lubetzky heard about it and 
asked me if I wanted to do it. 
Once I heard about it. I liked it.”

Dispatcher, Traffic Unit, 
Riot Gear are Police Wants

The Greenbelt City Council met with Greenbelt Chief 
of Police James R. Craze and Greenbelt Fraternal Order of 
Police (FOP) president Robert Keller on April 20, to discuss 
police allocations for the 1993-94 budget. Craze and Keller 
outlined requests for over $371,000 worth of police depart¬ 
ment needs not addressed in the proposed budget for Fiscal 
Year 1994. Total expenditures are projected for $3,836,300. 


Chief Craze asked council 
members for $25,000 to allow 
the department to hire an addi¬ 
tional dispatcher. He said that 
the money would allow the de¬ 
partment to assign two dispatch¬ 
ers to each shift According to 
Craze, dispatchers answer ap¬ 
proximately 100 calls each day, 
in addition to performing com¬ 


puter requests and assisting peo¬ 
ple who walk in from the street. 
He said, currently the workload 
is “burning our people out” The 
funding would be used to expand 
the number of dispatchers from 
seven to eight

But the good acting and hilar¬ 
ious dialogue which moves fast 
and never fails to keep the au¬ 
dience's attention does help to 
make up for that. 

This is not a play for children. 
Some of the conversations are 
too adult for children to under¬ 
stand. iSometimes they’re too 
graphic. It might offend some 
adults, too. 

Receipt of a grant from the 
Prince Georges Arts Council and 
the underwriting of part of the 
cast of production by the Arts 
Council Super Circle helped to 
make this production possible.

Ron 
Colter, up to a two-year leave 
of absence. Colton is leaving us 
at a time when we have many 
preventive maintenance needs 
that require a manager’s assist¬ 
ance. If he is given a leave of 
absence, this leaves the Co-op 
and a new Board without a man¬ 
ager and without the ability to 
hire a permanent manager. The 
incoming Board will be forced to 
look for a temporary replace¬ 
ment. 

Further, if Colton takes the 
offered job in the Ukraine, there 
is always the possibility that 
other opportunities will arise and 
he will not return. If he takes 
the job and is given a leave of 
absence, and then decides not 
to return, he has done the Co-op 
a great disservice. The Board 
will have had only an interim 
manager and not a permanent 
manager. The Co-op will once 
again have the expense and 
trauma of recruiting and hiring 
a new manager- 

A decision on granting the 
manager a leave of absence 
should be left for the new Board 
elected on Mav 20. It is not fair 
for the existing Board to en¬ 
cumber future Boards and re¬ 
strict their ability to serve the 
membership prudently. 

The final decision will be made 
at the Board meeting on Thurs¬ 
day, May 13. I hope some of 
the members will be able to 
attend and voice their opinions.

Paying to Receive Prize 
Is Against State Law 

The State Attorney General’s 
office warns consumers that re¬ 
quiring people to pay any money 
for goods or serves as a con¬ 
dition for receiving a prize vio¬ 
lates Maryland law 

The Attorney General reports 
on prize scams in the latest issue 
of “Tips for Tough Times.” Ac¬ 
cording to the publication, com¬ 
mon scams include sending con¬ 
sumers a document resembling a 
check made out to them, asking 
whether they prefer their win¬ 
nings sent in cash or by certified 
check, having people call a 900- 
number to find out if they won. 
or requiring a “judging fee” 
with their entry forms, requiring 
entrants to answer a simple 
question. But consumers who 
send in their form and money 
may receive more mailings tell¬ 
ing them to enter additional 
“levels” of the game, requiring 
more money. Some may continue 
to send in money, fearing they 
will lose their chance to win 
if they drop out mid-stream. 

“Tips for Tough Times” ad¬ 
vises consumers to be skeptical 
about all prize offers to read 
all the disclosures cn the prize 
offering, and to avoid contests 
where the disclosures are unclear 
or absent. 

“Tips” is available to any com¬ 
pany or organization that wishes 
to copy it for distribution to em¬ 
ployees or members. Call the

For Local Cats and Dogs 

The Prince Georges County 
Health Department will be spon¬ 
soring five rabies vaccination 
clinics throughout the county. 
Pet owners can have their dog 
or cat vaccinated for a fee. On 
Saturday, May 22 the clinic will 
be at Greenbelt Middle School. 
Other clinics near Greenbelt will 
be Saturday, May 8 at Laurel 
High School and Saturday, May 
15 at Bowie High School. 

Clinics will be held from noon 
to 4 p.m. All pets must be 
brought to the clinic by a re¬ 
sponsible adult. Dogs must be 
on a leash and cats must be 
in a carrier, box. or a pillow 
case. 

Rabies, a fatal disease in hu¬ 
mans if not treated, continues 
to be a top public health pri¬ 
ority in Maryland. The rabies 
epidemic in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty began in 1983 and is still pres¬ 
ent in the wild animal popula¬ 
tion. 

Household pets which have con¬ 
tact with rabid animals may 
become infested and transmit 
the rabies virus to humans. The 
best way to build a protective 
barrier against rabies is to vac¬ 
cinate household pets. Three 
rabid raccoons were found in 
Greenbelt this year. 

Pet owners should be aware 
of the state and county laws 
requiring vaccinations and pet 
licenses of all cats and dogs over 
four months old. The Division 
of Animal Control will be at 
each clinic site to sell animal 
licenses to pet owners* 

Teach children not to pet stray 
or wild animals and remember 
if bitten or scratched by a wild 
or domestic animal (dog‘ or cat) 
contact the Police Department 
immediately to make a report

Pesticide Sensitive 
People to Be Helped 

Some people may experience 
allergic reactions to pesticides 
even when the pesticides are 
properly applied according to 
label directions. These pesticide- 
sensitive individuals are advised 
to avoid exposure to chemicals 
that may cause allergic reac¬ 
tions. 

“Pesticide-sensitive individuals 
or individuals with a conditon 
or ailment that requires avoid¬ 
ance of a pesticide may receive 
advance notice of pesticide ap¬ 
plications being made by lawn 
and landscape companies under 
a program conducted by the 
Maryland Department of Agri¬ 
culture (MDA)/’ according to 
Secretary Robert L- Walker. 

^Departmental regulations re¬ 
quire that commercial pest con¬ 
trol firms and public agencies 
notify pesticide-sensitive indi¬ 
viduals listed with MDA before 
applying pesticides to lawn or 
to landscape plants on neighbor¬ 
ing properties/' said Secretary 
Walker. 

“The regulations do not per¬ 
tain to homeowners using pes¬ 
ticides or to pest control com¬ 
panies applying pesticides to 
sites other than lawns or land¬ 
scape plants/’ he concluded. 

To be placed on the pesticide- 
sensitive list, an individual must 
complete an application provided 
hy MDA, listing the names and 
addresses of adjacent or con¬ 
tiguous property owners to their 
property. A physician’s certifi¬ 
cate is required stating that the 
named individual should avoid 
exposure to a pesticide because 
of a documented sensitivity to 
certain pesticides or because of 
a current diagnosed condition 
or' ailment.

Recreation Budget Request Rises 
To Support Expanded Facilities 


by Mary Lou Williamson 

Greenbelt, a pioneer in 
Maryland 50 years ago in 
providing recreational facili¬ 
ties and programs for its 
residents, is still pn the cut¬ 
ting edge, Director of Recre¬ 
ation Hank Irving told the 
Greenbelt City Council at its 
first budget worksession on 
April 19. 

He is proud of his depart¬ 
ment’s new facilities—the aqua¬ 
tic center, which has attracted 
more users (revenue) than an¬ 
ticipated; the new Schrom Hills 
Park, which has been well used 
since the park opened last June; 
and the fitness center, which 
will open this summer offering 
a vast improvement over the 
old weight room at the Youth 
Center. 

Total expenditures, $2,174,400. 
proposed for recreation for fis¬ 
cal year 1093-94 (FY94), would 
mean an increase of 8.5 percent 
over last year- Twenty-five per¬ 
cent of the recreation budget 
will be paid for by users- The 
new budget includes an increase 
of the equivalent of 1 Vz staff 
persons, to be made up of a 
number of part-time people, 
mostly for the new fitness cen¬ 
ter. 

All departments of the city 
have been directed to present 
a budget of no more than two 
percent above last year while 
maintaining last year’s goal of 
doing more with less. An ex¬ 
ception, the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment with its new facilities, has 


had to find extra dollars to pay 
for their operation. 

Aquatic Center 
The cost of next year’s aqua¬ 
tic center pass, which will in¬ 
clude for the first time use of 
the fitness center as well as the 
pooh will increase by eight per¬ 
cent. Daily fees will go up by 
50 cents. Irving says the revenue 
from the pool users is expected 
to cover 73 percent of the cost 
of operation. By comparison, said 
Irving, users of the county’s 


newest and comparable indoor 
pool in Fairland are not yet 
paying 50 percent of their op¬ 
erating costs, the county’s goal. 

Getting the Bugs Out 

One extra cost this year, Pool 
Director George Rogala explain¬ 
ed to council, has been the chemi¬ 
cals used to clean the water in 
the pool. Rogala noted that some 
design modifications for the 
filter and circulation system are 
being explored. 

New lighting fixtures above 
the pool will be installed while 
lighting along the sides will be 
removed, providing better visi¬ 
bility in the water and a sav¬ 
ings in electricity, Rogala re¬ 
ported. A further savings is ex¬ 
pected through a rebate program 
for installing energy-efficient 
lighting. Contracting the pool 
cleaning to a commercial firm 
has reduced costs and will be 
continued. 


Achieving the proper adjust¬ 
ment of heat and cold in the 
women’s locker room and the 
showers has been a problem also- 
Leonie Penny came to council 
to complain. Rogala assured 
council they were aware of and 
working on the problems. A very 
sensitive fire detector has been 
set off a dozen times this year 
when vents picked up tiny par¬ 
ticles. Architects are looking for 
a solution. The women’s dress¬ 
ing rooms are somewhat cut off 


from the larger and more open 
shower/bathroom area, which 
heats up from the hot water and 
turns down the heat. 

A contractor is coming this 
week to rework the complex mix¬ 
ing system that causes the 
showers to cycle warm and cold- 
‘“We've been getting the bugs 
out of the new building,” said 
Rogala 

Separate Passes? 

Council asked whether users 
could purchase a separate pass 
for just the fitness center. Staff 
responded that the interior de¬ 
sign of the building, with the 
dressing rooms and hall linked 
to both the pool and fitness cen¬ 
ter. is not suited to separating 
the two groups. They calculated 
that to hire a person to monitor 
which facilities patrons could 
use would cost $30,000 annually, 
a cost they did not want to 
assume. 


The fitness center is expected 
to add $43,500 in operating costs 
for FY94 and bring in an esti¬ 
mated $59,500 in new revenues. 
A recreation instructor/coordi¬ 
nator is proposed to be available 
in the center weekdays in the 
late afternoons and evenings to 
assist users. 

Total proposed expenditures 
for the Aquatic and Fitness Cen¬ 
ter for FY94 is $586,100; fees 
of $430,000 are anticipated, with 
the general fund contributing 
the remaining $156,100- 

Schrom Hills Park 

“The alle is beautiful,” com¬ 
mented council member Antoin¬ 
ette Bram of her visit last week 
to Schrom Hills Park. The alle 
is the decorative central walk¬ 
way with attractive park bench¬ 
es, landscaped with trees and 
shrubs and spring flowers. The 
park is open during daylight 
hours, with bathrooms open from 
7 a.m. till dark. After school 
drop-in programs are staffed 
weekdays from 3:30 to 6:30 p.m. 
during the school year and from 
noon until 3 p.m. in the summer. 

A new program. Teen House 
Party, is planned for this sum¬ 
mer offering teens a supervised 
place to meet with parties, trips, 
and classes. The program has 
been developed and will be co¬ 
sponsored by the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (M-NCPPC). The 
program operates in a number 
of recreation centers around the 
county. A sports camp is also 
planned for this park wir.h its 
community center and new ba»l 
fields which are now in use- 

The park’s community center 
and picnic pavilion, which can be 
used for parties or meeting-, 
has been reserved 100 times since 
the park opened. Operating ex¬ 
penses for the park for FY9t 
are projected at $19,700. The 
city plans to purchase some ad¬ 


ditional equipment and continue 
landscaping. 

SHI Rec, Center 

New cushioned wooden floor¬ 
ing is currently being installed 
at the Springhill Lake Recrea¬ 
tion Center to provide a safer 
surface for basketball, aerobics, 
and other active uses. The club 
house has been renovated. Some 
staff support will be paid by 
M-NCPPC. Goals for the build¬ 
ing and its surrounding com¬ 
munity are to provide more com¬ 
munity awareness of the center’s 
program and to provide greater 
opportunities “for the special 
needs of low-income and minor¬ 
ity individuals and families.” A 
SHI Parent Advisory Group was 
formed last year. This group of 
interested adults meets to assess 
center activities and recreation 
opportunities. 

Total budget expenditures pro¬ 
posed for FY94 are $158,300. 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
reported that the city has drawn 
up plans to enlarge the SHL 
Rec. Center using Community 
Development Block Grant funds. 
The estimate is $360,000. 

Youth Center 

Renovation of the men’s lock¬ 
er room and weight room Into 
men’s and women’s locker rooms 
is well along, Irving reported. 
Some facelift measures are un¬ 
derway for the game room and 
the lobby, plus a coordinated 
color scheme throughout the 
building. The total cost of op?r- 
ating the city's largest recrea¬ 
tion center is projected at 
$198,000. 

Public/Private 

Efforts by the Recreation De¬ 
partment to encourage a part¬ 
nership with private businesses 
has brought in significant help 
over the years from the Lions 
Club, which is offering three 
scholarships for needy children 
for Camp Pine Tree and made a 
donation to the therapeutic rec¬ 
reation program; the American 
Legion, which has cosponsored 
the Christmas and Easter chil¬ 
dren’s programs and will host 
this year’s Greenbelt Day cele¬ 
bration; the Lerner Corporation, 
manager of Springhill Lake, 
who made a donation toward 
equipment and maintenance of 
the SHL Rec. Center; and the 
Mead Foundation which has sup¬ 
ported the summer arts camp. 
Many Greenbelt businesses con¬ 
tribute free gifts for special 
events throughout the year. 

Unmet Needs 

The pair of tennis courts on 
Lakecrest Drive needs a new 
fence ($10,000) and resurfacing 
($20,000). Irving told council he 
would like that project moved 
forward on the city’s list of 
needed capital improvements. 

He and Hobbs disagreed over 
how to fund the three depart¬ 
ment employees who plan to take 
work-related college courses next 
year. An incentive program of¬ 
fered tc all city employees, Irv¬ 
ing objected to having the re¬ 
quired dollars come out of his 
limited budget. Hobbs said each 
department head had been re¬ 
quired to make tough decisions. 
Council listened to the argument, 
but took no action.

O’Neil said the request was made 
in anticipation of the new Green- 
beit Metro station due to open 
late this year. 

O’Neil also requested funding 
to purchase four police vehicles 
to replace existing cars which 
should be removed from service. 
The cost of the acquisition would 
total $85,125. Also requested was 
additional funding for officer 
protection when dealing with 
civil disturbances (riot gear). 
Several large scale altercations 
were cited which seemed to come 
as a surprise to several of the 
council members. Another re¬ 
quest included a lifeguard alert 
system for police canine units- 
Pay Differential 

FOP president Robert Keller 
requested $38,000 for night dif¬ 
ferential pay for police officers 
who work for more than half of 
their shift between the hours of 
7 p-m. and 7 a.m. He also asked 
for funding to replace one offi¬ 
cer position lost through attri¬ 
tion when the department’s auto¬ 
mation analyst position was 
“civilianized.” That position had 
been performed full time by an 
officer but is now being per¬ 
formed by a non-officer em¬ 
ployee. Keller also called for 
expansion of the take-home car 
program so that officers could 
live outside of Prince Georges 
County or south of Central Ave¬ 
nue and be able to take their 
vehicles home when off duty.

the feasibility of using tempor¬ 
ary enforcement professionals. 
She suggested the idea of draw¬ 
ing from a staff pool to fill the 
position only when there was a 
need for additional personnel. 
Bram pointed out that tempor¬ 
ary staffing would allow the city 
to avoid the additional costs of 
having to pay for an employee 
benefits package. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld also 
suggested the possibility of hir¬ 
ing part time workers. He said 
part time employees are not as 
likely to be seeking career op¬ 
portunities which might cause 
them to change jobs. Weidenfeld 
added that because of the fewer 
hours worked, part timers would 
experience less job-related stress. 

Chief Craze acknowledged the 
merits of both ideas and said 
that he would not close the door 
to the issues suggested. How¬ 
ever, the chief indicated that he 
favored a solution that would 
“professionalize” the position by 
hiring a more permanent em¬ 
ployee- Craze explained his po¬ 
sition by characterizing the job 
as “a lifeline to the public.” 

Traffic Unit 

Lt. Daniel ONeil emphasized 
the need for a traffic unit which 
would be dedicated to enforcing 
traffic laws and investigating 
accidents. Duties of the unit 
would also include driving while 
intoxicated (DWI) enforcement.

Greenbelt Crime in Review 


by James Giese 

Included in the city budget document is a short article, 
1992 in Review, for the Police Department. The article 
notes that overall, the number of Class I crimes remained 
the same for 1992 as they were for 1991. Arrests for 
1992 declined by eight percent for adults and by three per¬ 
cent for juveniles. This leveling off is in contrast to in¬ 
creases in the number of crimes by eight percent and four 
percent in 1990 and 1991 respectively. 


The report contends that 
Greenbelt is one of the safer 
communities in the Washington 
Metropolitan Area. For example, 
FBI Uniform Crime Reporting 
Program statistics indicate a 
crime rate here of 57.2 per 1.000 
population. The report compares 
this to the crime rates of the 
county and other nearby com¬ 
munities: Hyattsville, 66 7; Lau¬ 
rel. 67.6; Takoma Park. 69.8; 
and Prince Georges County. 73.6 
(see display graph). 

»As to the various types of 
crime being committed, rapes, 
robberies and breaking and en¬ 
tering/burglaries all were down 
significantly. One category, how¬ 
ever, thefts increased by 11 per¬ 
cent- 

Demographics 

Of the 1.126 persons arrested 
in 1992, 906 were adults and 220 
were juveniles. In racial compo¬ 
sition. 58.5 percent were African 
Americans, 365 percent Euro¬ 
pean Americans, 3.6 percent His¬ 
panic Americans. 1.3 percent 
Asian Americans and .1 percent 
Native Americans. Residents of 
Prince Georges County outside 
of Greenbelt made up the largest 
segment of arrested persons 
(44.6 percent). City residents 
accounted for 25 9 percent of the 
arrests. Out of state residents 
comprised 19.2 percent of those 
arrested and 19.2 percent were 
Maryland residents from other 
counties. A few persons. 1.1 per¬ 
cent. had no fixed address. 

Effectiveness 

As a measure of effectiveness, 
the department cites a compar¬ 
ison of the percentage of cases 
cleared by arrests to that of 


ether area police departments. 
For the county as a whole, the 
average rate of clearance was 
14 percent. Greenbelt was 16 per¬ 
cent. However, of the jurisdic¬ 
tions compared. Laurel took the 
lead with a 24 percent clearance 
record (see accompanying 
graph) 

As to ether departmental sta¬ 
tistics, while call for services 
increased only slightly, there 
was a 30 percent increase in the 
number of police reports taken- 
Most startling, and possibly re¬ 
flecting area road construction 
was a 75 percent increase in 
motor vehicle accidents—from 
655 in 1991 to 1.145 in 1992. 
Traffic summonses, on the other 
hand were down 19 percent 
while the number of parking 
tickets issued increased by 5 
percent. 

Animal Calls 

The Animal Wardens are a 
part of the Police Department. 
The number of calls for the war¬ 
den increased from 3.500 to 3.860 
and the number of animals im¬ 
pounded increased from 175 to 
300 between 1991 and 1992. The 
department attributes one rea¬ 
son for this increase to an in¬ 
crease in animals-at-large com¬ 
plaints — particularly in the 
“wild” cat population. 

Also on the increase was the 
number of animals tested for 
rabies. It tripled. Three raccoons 
were found to be rabid. 

Animal cruelty complaints, in¬ 
cluding animal neglect, were also 
up Mcst neglect cases are han¬ 
dled through the issuance of 
warnings and the education of 
pet owners on proper animal 
care.

of the Board meeting focused 
on shortening the length of the 
annual meeting! Because of the 
length of last year’s meeting, 
Director Levin made a motion 
that the upcoming meeting start 
at 6:30 p/m.

Second, take a look at the front of the air conditioning con- 
densor, which is located at the very front of the vehicle behind the 
griLl area- Make sure this area is free from leaves and other debris 
that may block air flow. 

Third, check all cooling system components to see if they are 
intact and antifreeze is properly mixed. The air conditioning sys¬ 
tem strains the cooling system and will cause the engine to run 
hotter than usual.
